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We're  75  This  Year 


Seventy-five  years  ago  in  1889  the 
Alumni  Association  began,  and  it  would 
seem  to  be  of  special  interest  on  this  an- 
niversary- to  republish  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting. 

"The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  was  organized  March 
29th,  of  which  Rev.  John  B.  Newton, 
M.D.,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Monument  Episco- 
pal Church,  Richmond,  Va.,  was  elected 
President,  Dr.  William  F.  Mercer,  of 
Richmond,  Secretary.  Drs.  W.  L.  Devaney, 
of  Waverly,  Va.,  C.  W.  P.  Brock,  of 
Richmond.  Va.,  S.  W.  Dickinson,  of 
Marion,  Va.,  and  Geo.  A.  Foote,  of 
Warrenton,  N.  C,  were  elected  Vice- 
Presidents  and  Dr.  Edward  McCarthy,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  Treasurer.  Drs.  J.  S. 
Cullen.  J.  N.  Upshur,  and  Geo.  Ben. 
Johnston,  of  Richmond,  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  formulate  By-Laws,  etc. 
Drs.  Wooldridge  (P.  O.  not  given), 
Charles  H.  Chalkley,  H.  C.  Tabb,  W.  A. 
Lee,  and  T.  J.  Riddell,  ot  Richmond,  were 
appointed  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Drs.  John  R.  Wheat,  Daniel 


J.  Coleman,  and  Aaron  Jeffery  were  ap- 
pointed a  Standing  Committee  to  ascertain 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  alumni. 
It  was  voted  to  award  annually  an  Alumni 
Gold  Medal  to  the  most  proficient  stu- 
dent in  the  graduating  classes;  and  Drs. 
H.  C.  Tabb  and  James  B.  McCaw,  of 
Richmond,  and  W.  Otway  Owen,  of 
Lynchburg,  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  design  the  medal.  Drs.  W.  W.  Parker, 
Robert  M.  Pulliam,  L.  C.  Bosher,  the  Pres- 
ident and  Secretary  ex  officio,  were  elected 
the  Executive  Committee.  Dr.  C.  W.  P. 
Brock,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  was  chosen  as 
the  Orator  for  the  first  annual  meeting 
in    March.    1890. 

The  following  honorary  members  were 
elected,  all  of  whom  are  either  members 
of  the  Faculty,  ex-members,  members  of 
the  Adjunct  Faculty,  or  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors:  Drs.  J.  B.  McCaw,  M.  L.  James, 
J.  S.  Wellford,  George  Ben.  Johnston, 
Edward  C.  Smith,  James  P.  Roy,  Rich- 
mond; W.  Otway  Owen,  Lynchburg;  D. 
W.  Lassiter,  Petersburg;  S.  C.  Gleaves, 
Wvtheville.    and    Carter    Braxton,    Kins 


William.  The  following  additional  honor- 
ary members  were  elected:  Drs.  Brown-Se- 
quard,  of  Paris;  Hunter  McGuire,  of 
Richmond;  Martin  P.  Scott,  of  Blacks- 
burg;  I.  K.  Page,  of  Baltimore;  John  G. 
Skelton,  of  Richmond ;  James  Dunlop 
Moncure,  of  Williamsburg;  Landon  B. 
Edwards,  of  Richmond;  George  Ross,  of 
Richmond;  Z.  B.  Herndon,  of  Ashland, 
and  A.  Z.  Koiner,  of  Roanoke." 

At  the  time  of  the  founding  in  1889 
there  were  1069  graduates  of  MCV;  and 
today,  including  the  graduates  of  the  Uni- 
versity College  of  Medicine,  there  are  14,- 
329,  of  whom  we  have  9,169  living  alumni 
with  known  addresses.  In  this  time,  we 
have  acquired  a  home  of  our  own  at  1105 
East  Clay  Street  and  equipped  it  with 
furniture  and  office  equipment,  given 
570,000  to  the  College  for  the  Alumni 
Lounge  in  the  student  dormitories,  main- 
tained an  up-to-date  record  of  all  our 
alumni,  and  we  hope  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing this  year  to  announce  our  exciting 
plans  for  the  future. 


About  The  Cover: 

The  Reverend  John  Brockenbrough 
Newton,  the  first  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  was  born  appropriately 
enough,  in  1839,  the  year  of  the  founding 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  at 
"Linden,"  in  the  Northern  Neck  of  Vir- 
ginia. His  grandfather,  Willoughby  New- 
ton, married  the  widow  of  Richard  Lee 
of  "Lee  Hall"  in  Westmoreland  County, 
and  there  his  father,  Willoughby,  was 
born. 

After  early  tutoring  at  home,  he  at- 
tended Episcopal  High  School  and  Edge- 
hill  in  Caroline  County,  one  of  the 
celebrated  boys'  academies  of  the  day. 
Doctor  Newton  had  decided  to  study 
medicine  and  went  to  Winchester  to 
live  with  a  married  sister,  the  wife  of 
Dr.  John  Philip  Smith,  to  attend  medical 
school  at  the  old  Winchester  Medical 
College  headed  by  Dr.  Hugh  Holmes 
McGuire.  After  a  year,  he  left  to  attend 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  I860.  Doctor 
Newton   returned   to  his   home  town   to 
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practice. 

When  the  War  Between  the  States 
began,  he  joined  as  a  private  and  was 
promptly  made  an  assistant  surgeon  and 
later  full  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  major. 
After  the  War  he  returned  to  "Linden" 
and  obtained  a  lay  leader's  license  in  the 
Episcopal  Church.  Finally  the  urge  to 
devote  his  whole  lite  to  religious  work 
became  so  strong  that  he  began  to  try  to 
implement  his  call.  With  his  growing 
family,  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  at- 
tend the  Seminary  and  with  the  help  of 
Bishop  Johns  he  received  permission  to 
study  at  home  and  went  to  the  Seminary 
for  his  annual  examination,  all  the  time 
continuing   the    practice   of   medicine. 

Doctor  Newton  upon  graduation  was 
sent  to  Tappahannock.  After  service  there, 
he  was  called  to  St.  Lukes  in  Norfolk 
where  he  served  for  over  eight  years.  His 
next  parrish  was  Monumental  Church  in 
Richmond,  of  which  he  was  the  fifth 
rector.  He  kept  the  church  alive  even 
though   part  of   the  congregation    left   to 


form  All  Saints.  During  this  time,  he  was 
gathering  more  and  more  respect  among 
the  members  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia 
and  in  189-1  at  a  called  meeting  of  the 
Council,  he  was  elected  assistant  bishop. 
His  daughter  in  a  biographical  sketch  of 
her  father  wrote  " — during  the  balloting 
— the  Reverend  Kinlock  Nelson,  D.D.. 
one  of  the  ablest  and  most  beloved  men 
in  the  Diocese,  arose  and  asked  that  his 
name  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  those 
in  nomination  saying,  'My  choice  is  my 
friend,  John  Newton.  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  him  and  I  hope  that  all  of  my  friends 
will   do   likewise.' 

Bishop  Newton  was  loved  and  re- 
spected by  all  who  knew  him  and  upon 
his  death,  1897,  the  beautiful  stained 
glass  window  of  the  Assension  was  placed 
in   Monumental   Church   in  his  memory.

The  past  fifty  years  have  gone  by  very 
fast.  So  many  changes  have  taken  place, 
it's  hard  to  realize  we  are  living  in  the 
same  world.  I  recall  Dr.  Lazarus  Karp's 
new  red  Ford  which  could  hardly  make  it 
up  Marshall  Street  by  the  College.  At 
that  time  typhoid  fever  was  not  rare — 
19  deaths  in  Richmond  in  1916.  There 
were  244  cases  of  throat  diphtheria  and 
29  cases  of  skin  diphtheria  that  year. 

I'll  never  forget  Staton  with  his  car- 
toons, or  Serge  Roebuck  at  the  show,  or 
the  time  Ayres  got  into  a  snowball  battle 
with  a  bunch  of  high  school  boys  much 
to  their  sorrow. 

I  believe  the  professor  who  made  the 
deepest  impression  on  me  was  Doctor 
Taylor.  He  was  a  Confederate  veteran 
who  was  shot  during  the  War.  He  said 
that  when  the  ladies  would  ask  him  just 
where  he  was  shot,  "My  in-tw-iable  re- 
ply was  At  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg, 
ma'am.'  " 

Today  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria 
are  medical  curiosities.  We  have  sent  a 
space  craft  to  the  moon  and  no  one  could 
dream  what  will  happen  in  the  next  fifty 
years. 

Richard    Hunter   Cross,    M.D. 

After  graduating  in  1914  from  MCV, 
I  interned  at  St.  Elizabeth  Hospital,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia;  and  my  experience  there 
is  always  recalled  with  pleasant  memo- 
ries. I  located  in  Raleigh  County,  West 
Virginia.  In  1919  I  moved  to  my  home 
town,  Concord,  Virginia,  and  have  con- 
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tinued  my  general  practice  here. 

Humor  compensates  as  in  this  incident: 
Bill  was  a  Negro  tenant  farmer  and  a 
rock  mason  for  the  community  in  which 
he  lived.  He  erected  chimneys  for  the 
colored  people  in  the  surrounding  terri- 
tory. Bill  was  considered  by  his  many 
friends  as  a  "knowing  man!"  He  had 
told  me  that  he  belonged  to  all  secret  or- 
ganizations for  one  year  only  and  was 
then  dismissed  for  the  lack  of  payment 
of  dues.  However,  he  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  a  "burial  society"  for  thirty-five 
years  and  had  never  missed  paying  ten 
cents  a  week. 

One  spring  morning  I  was  aroused  by 
Bill's  neighbor  at  2  a.m.  urging  me  to 
come  to  see  Bill  because  he  was  very  ill. 
I  remarked  to  the  person  who  came  for 
me  that  I  considered  it  unnecessary  at 
that  hour  because  I  had  seldom  seen  Bill 
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The  messenger  said,  "Mary  say  Bill 
bad  off,  and  for  you  to  'sho'n  come, 
'cause  he  talking  out  his  head.  He  say- 
ing  things  he   don't   mean!" 

Being  afraid  that  Bill  was  ill,  I  made 
the  fifteen  mile  trip.  Arriving  at  his  cabin 
I  found  Mary  sitting  under  a  tree  on  a 
nail  keg  with  a  lantern  hung  in  the  tree. 
I  immediately  asked  what  Bill's  symptoms 
were. 

She  replied,  "He's  saying  things  he 
don't  mean,  Doc, — in  fact  he  jest  don't 
know  nuthen-a-tall  he  talking   'bout." 

I  asked  her  if  she  were  afraid  of  him 
and  she  said,  "Nor  Doc, — I  ain't  skeert 
of  him; — he  sleep  now." 


I  went  into  the  cabin,  observed  Bill 
carefully  for  a  few  minutes,  and  he 
seemed  to  be  sleeping  comfortably.  On 
arousing  the  patient  he  looked  up  and 
said,  "Bless  Jesus,  here's  de  doctor — 
How  much  does  I  owe  you?" 

Mary  nudged  me  in  the  side  with  her 
elbow  and  said,  "Doc,  ain't  I  dun  told 
ya — he  saying  things  he  don't  mean. — 
de  fact  is — he  clear  out  his  head!" 

I  admit  our  conversation  brought  me 
to  believe  that  Bill  was  saying  things  he 
did  not  mean !  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
I  returned  home  without  any  compensa- 
tion for  my  visit,  but  I  have  always  con- 
sidered the  trip  very  rewarding.

I  arrived  in  Richmond  September,  1912, 
and  was  met  by  Harris  Davenport,  the 
only  person  I  knew  in  Richmond.  He 
invited  me  to  his  home  and  showed  me 
around  the  City;  and  when  we  returned, 
I  had  to  pay  storage  to  get  my  trunk. 

I  was  very  fortunate  in  finding  such 
a  wonderful  roommate  as  Dr.  C.  B.  Har- 
loe,  he  was  most  helpful  to  me.  I  ushered 
at  the  Academy  of  Music  two  to  three 
nights  a  week  and  enjoyed  those  wonder- 
ful plays. 

In  October,  1913,  I  passed  the  State 
Board  as  assistant  pharmacist;  and  Mr. 
Rudd  found  relief  work  for  me  at  Green- 
wall's  Pharmacy,  Park  Avenue  and  Mea- 
dow Street.  These  were  a  busy  two  years 
for  me,  but  I  did  enjoy  the  college  days 
at  UCM  and  MCV  and  have  many  friends 
to  remember.

As  a  student  nurse,  I  was  fortunate 
to  have  exceptional  instructors  and  won- 
derful classmates.  Our  superintendent  of 
nurses.  Miss  Agnes  D.  Randolph,  was 
about  twenty  years  ahead  of  her  day.  Her 
vision  and  plans  for  improvement  of  the 
nursing  education  program  were  remark- 
able. Through  her  efforts,  the  first  elec- 
tive in  public  health  nursing  in  Virginia 
was  established  in  cooperation  with  Miss 
Nancy  J.  Minor  and  the  IVNA.  I  was 
the  first  student  to  take  this  course.  This 
experience  gave  direction  to  my  future 
professional  life. 

I  recall  with  affection  other  associates, 
among  them  Drs.  Ned  and  Stuart  Mc- 
Guire,  Hugh  Taylor,  Lowndes  Peple, 
Blanton  Hillsman,  Robert  Bryan,  Gar- 
nett  Nelson,  Guy  Hopkins,  Murat  Willis, 
Paul  LaRoque,  Al  Gray,  D.  D.  Talley, 
Lewis  Bosher,  Manfred  Call,  Tohnnie 
Winn,  Greer  Baughman,  Cullen  Pitt, 
McGuire  Newton,  Thomas  Murrell,  our 
beloved  Dean  Rudd,  "Mother"  Duke, 
Mary  Broaddus,  and  many  others.  Each 
of  these  people  contributed  to  my  pro- 
fessional development  and  any  accomp- 
lishment of  significance  during  my  years 
of  service  only  reflect  their  faith  in  my 
integrity  and  my  own  desire  to  help 
other  people. 

Edgar  P.  Norfleet,  M.D. 

I  graduated  in  the  first  class  of  the 
consolidated  school  having  spent  the  first 
three  years  at  the  University  College  of 
Medicine.  After  an  internship  at  St.  Vin- 


cents Hospital,  a  period  of  practice  in 
the  coal  fields  of  West  Virginia,  and  two 
years  of  World  War  I  in  France  and  the 
army  of  occupation  in  Germany,  I  lo- 
cated in  my  old  home  town  of  Roxobel, 
North  Carolina,  where  I  have  since  been 
engaged  in  general  practice. 

I  recall  an  amusing  incident.  An  old 
colored  man  came  in  one  day  and  said, 
"Doctor,  I  am  conjured.  A  man  came 
to  my  house  and  put  his  hand  on  my 
head  and  said,  'You  are  all  right  now 
but  not  for  long.'  In  a  few  minutes,  I 
began  spitting  and   I   can't  stop." 

He  looked  the  part,  shriveled  from 
dehydration  due  to  the  constant  expec- 
torating. I  thought  for  a  moment  and  de- 
cided that  atropine  and  nicotinic  acid 
would  do  the  trick,  the  latter  medication 
for  its  psychological  effect;  and  I  told 
him  that  when  his  face  began  to  tingle 
he  would  be  well. 

The  following  day  he  came  back  and 
said,  "Doctor,  I  am  cured,  you  saved  my 
life." 

The  next  year  he  was  back  again  and 
said,  "Doctor,  that  Negro  came  back  and 
said  that  he  was  going  to  put  his  hand 
on  me  again.  You  know  what  I  told  him, 
I  said  put  it  on  me,  I  know  a  doctor  who 
can  take   it  off." 

E.    Latane    Flanagan,    M.D. 

One  of  the  most  amusing  incidents  of 
my  college  days  concerned  one  of  my 
beloved  professors,  Dr.  Robert  C.  Bryan, 
the  first  year  class  of  1905  (I  started 
with  this  class  and  dropped  out  and  came 
back   and   graduated    in    1914),   and   one 
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E.  Latane  Flanagan,  M.D. 

of  its  members,  a  student  by  the  name 
of  Vernon  L.  Andrews,  who  was  from 
North  Carolina. 

Doctor  Bryan,  a  picturesque  personal- 
ity with  a  tall  commanding  figure,  al- 
ways handsomely  dressed  in  the  latest 
style,  and  possessed  of  a  resonent  voice, 
was  quizzing  the  class  on  myology.  He 
had  asked  several  students  for  the  origin 
and  insertion  of  the  latissimus  dorsi  mus- 
cle and  none  had  given  it  to  his  satisfac- 
tion. As  was  his  custom,  in  such  a  dilem- 
ma, he  approached  the  front  row  of  the 
amphitheatre  and  stood  in  all  his  dignity 
before  Mr.  Andrews  who  sat  in  his  usual 
seat  on  the  left  end  of  the  middle  sec- 
tion of  the  first  row,  and  with  a  profound 
bow  the  good  doctor  said;  "Mr.  Andrews! 
Will  you  give  me  the  origin  and  inser- 
tion of  the  latissimus  dorsi  muscle?  (Em- 
phasizing every  word  with  a  gesture.) 

To  which  Mr.  Andrews  replied  in  that 
characteristic  monotone  soliloquy  as  al- 
ways was  his  responses  to  quizes  and  with 
his  accustomed  accuracy,  repeating  al- 
most verbatim  the  answer  as  recorded 
in  Gray's  Anatomy. 

After  this  perfect  recital,  Doctor  Bryan 
made  a  profound  bow,  in  modest  dignity, 
to  Mr.  Andrews  and  said,  "I  thank  you, 
Mr.  Andrews."  And  then  turned  to  the

Having  spent  nearly  32  years  of  my 
professional  career  as  a  Navy  medical 
officer,  I  prefer  to  write  a  brief  account 
of  an  experience  I  had  in  1919. 

After  World  War  I  ended,  our  ship, 
the  cruiser  Denver,  together  with  the 
cruisers  Cleveland  and  Chicago,  made  a 
good-will  trip  to  South  America.  While 
returning  North  we  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  Amapala,  Honduras,  which 
is  on  the  west  coast  of  Central  America. 
A  small  revolution  was  developing  and 
American  interests  required  protection. 
Yellow  fever  had  been  reported  in  the 
interior,  and  malaria  and  amoebic  dysen- 
tery were  also  prevalent.   Medical   assis-

tance  was  requested  of  the  ships.  After 
consultation,  we  three  medical  officers 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  following 
measures:  1.  to  go  ashore  daily  at  10  a.m. 
protected  from  mosquitoes  by  proper 
clothing  and  to  return  to  the  ship  at  4 
p.m.,  these  are  the  best  hours  to  avoid 
mosquitoes.  2.  establish  a  well-screened 
temporary  hospital  for  yellow  fever 
patients.  3.  quarantine  the  area,  and  estab- 
lish mosquito  control  work.  These  mea- 
sures were  made  effective. 

After  about  ten  days  we  were  glad  to  be 
relieved  of  this  work  by  a  party  from  the 
Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical  Research, 
investigating  yellow  fever  in  Central 
America.

I  was  born  in  Halifax  County,  Vir- 
ginia, near  Clover,  and  taught  one  year 
in  a  county  school.  Our  doctor,  R.  H. 
Fuller,  of  Clover,  advised  me  to  take  up 
nursing.  The  idea  appealed  to  me  for  I 
did  not  like  teaching,  so  I  entered  Old 
Virginia  Hospital  on  July  1,  1911. 

Miss  Agnes  Randolph  was  our  superin- 
tendent. She  was  stately  and  dignified 
and  the  nurses  held  her  in  the  highest 
esteem.  The  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine and  MCV  consolidated  during  my 
three  years  of  training.  Our  class  united 
with  the  Memorial  nurses  and  we  got 
our   diploma   from   Memorial   Hospital. 

Nursing  is  a  great  calling  and  I  look 
back  on  my  years  of  training  with  lots 
of  happy  thoughts.

When  I  was  younger,  one  of  my 
favorite  foods  was  Limburger  cheese.  One 
day,  as  I  was  on  house  calls,  I  passed  a 
little  confectionery  that  had  very  good 
Limburger  cheese  so  I  stopped  and  bought 
a  pound.

Dr.  John  A.  McCraw,  who  is  director 
of  the  Boone,  West  Virginia,  Health  De- 
partment, secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  county  coroner,  writes,  "I  was 
called  on  an  O.B.  case  in  1922  and  de- 
livered the  patient  of  a  full-term  normal 
baby  girl.  After  a  short  period  of  time, 
a  fetus  of  about  three  months  was  ex- 
tracted which  was  perfectly  formed  but 
dry  and  hard  with  skin  like  that  of  a 
toad.  The  patient  had  had  a  severe  at- 
tack of  nausea  and  vomiting  three  months 
before,  evidently  this  had  occured  at  the 
time  the  fetus  died  from  severance  of  the 
cord.

After  teaching  eight  years  in  one-room 
school  houses  in  my  county  of  Halifax 
and  in  Mecklenburg  County,  I  decided 
to  go  into  training  as  a  nurse,  as  that  was 
what  I  had  always  wanted  to  do. 

Miss  Agnes  Randolph,  a  granddaugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Jefferson,  was  our  super- 
intendent and  Dr.  Stuart  McGuire  was 
president  of  UCM.  We  had  our  classes 
at  the  medical  college  where  the  staff 
doctors  taught  us,  and  Miss  Randolph 
instructed  in  the  nursing  arts  and  coached 
on  other  subjects.  After  two  years  UCM 
and  MCV  merged,  we  went  over  to  Me- 
morial Hospital  with  our  superintendent. 
When  the  15  in  our  class  joined  the  Me- 
morial nurses  for  a  total  of  24,  this  be- 
came the  largest  class  of  nurses  to  gradu- 
ate in  Richmond.  Our  diplomas  were 
from  The  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Memorial  Training  School. 

After  taking  my  state  boards,  I  de- 
cided to  do  private  duty  as  my  parents 
were  old  and  I  wanted  to  be  free.  From 
1929-32,  my  service  was  with  the  IVNA. 
This  was  during  the  depression  and  my 
district  was  Church  Hill  from  17th  to  26th 
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Streets.  It  was  interesting,  but  hard.  My 
physician  advised  me  to  give  it  up.  So 
off  I  went  to  the  country,  bought  and 
operated  three  farms,  sold  life  insurance, 
and  nursed  in  emergencies.  With  my  car, 
I  spent  a  lot  of  time  taking  charity  pa- 
tients to  Duke  Hospital,  sixty  miles  away, 
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Mr.  George  B.  Cocke 

where  the  patient  paid  $1  to  go  through 
the  clinic  and  S2  if  they  were  hospital- 
ized and  sometimes  they  didn't  have  even 
this.

I  began  my  schooling  in  pharmacy  at 
the  University  College  of  Medicine  in 
the  old  tobacco  warehouse  just  back  of 
the  present  College  building.  Due  to  cir- 
cumstances over  which  I  had  no  control, 
I  had  to  miss  the  next  year  and  graduated 
in  the  first  class  after  consolidation  of  the 
University  College  of  Medicine  and  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1914. 

I  recall  that  Professor  A.  Bolenbaugh 
and  Professor  Wortley  F.  Rudd  were 
continually  after  me  to  really  bear  down 
and  study.  According  to  Professor  Rudd, 
I  was  the  laziest  d —  student  in  class. 

According  to  Professor  Bolenbaugh, 
I  was  always  in  some  devilment  and,  with 
a  student  by  the  name  of  Clore  from 
Portsmouth,  Virginia,  his  main  problem. 

I  operated  Cocke  Pharmacy  here  in 
Manassas,  Virginia,  from  1919  until  Sep- 
tember, 1958,  when  I  was  forced  to  sell, 
due  to  a  severe  heart  attack,  to  my  fellow 
registered  pharmacists,  Ernest  Spittler  and 
George  Wallace  Hook,  who  are  doing 
business  under  the  firm  name  of  Cocke 
Pharmacy. 

Those  were  the  great  old  days,  but 
times  and  operations  have  really  changed 
and  the  future  of  pharmacy  is  certainly 
bright  and  alluring.

William  Albert  Homes  (76),  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  class  of  1914,  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  school  of  pharmacy, 
has  twice  had  his  career  threatened  by 
fire.  While  taking  a  preparatory  course 
at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  (it  was 
an  understood  fact  he  was  to  follow  in 
his  father's  footsteps  and  become  a  phar- 
macist), the  Homes  Drug  store  at  Boyd- 
ton,  Mecklenburg  County,  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  However,  this  did  not  change  the 
picture.  He  went  on  to  receive  his  degree 
at  MCV,  went  into  business  for  himself, 
and  lor  the  past  37  years  he  has  served 
the  citizens  of  Caroline  County  as  pro- 
prietor of  Homes  Pharmacy  in  Bowling 
Green. 

Easter  Sunday,  April,  1955,  was  a  red 
letter  day  in  the  life  of  "Doc"  Homes, 
as  he  is  known  to  his  legion  of  friends. 
Fire,  which  leveled  the  Main  Street  busi- 
ness section  of  Bowling  Green,  reduced 
Homes  Drugstore  to  ashes.  Nothing  was 
saved  except  a  few  movable  fixtures. 
Before  the  week  was  out,  "Doc"  was  in 
business  again.  The  drugstore  and  bus 
station  were  housed  in  a  portion  of  an 
electrical  appliance  store,  in  the  next 
block.  By  the  first  of  the  year,  he  was 
ready  to  open  for  business  in  a  modern, 
fireproof  building  on  the  site  of  the 
original  store.

I  interned  at  Johnston-Willis  Hospital 
in  Rocky  Mount,  North  Carolina,  and 
Minneapolis  City  Hospital  following  my 
graduation  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.

At  the  present,  I  have 
three  grandsons  and  two  granddaughters. 

Since  coming  to  Dayton  in  1921,  my 
orthopedic  practice  has  continued  although 
now  it  is  at  a  slower  pace  and  I  am  realis- 
able to  enjoy  my  work.  I  have  gladly  let 
the  younger  men  do  the  heavy  work. 
When  first  coming  to  Dayton,  there  were 
no  other  orthopedic  surgeons  in  this  city.

Applications  for  the  classes  beginning 
in  September  have  been  coming  in  at  a 
very  good  rate.  To  date,  we  have  more 
new  students  matriculated  for  the  1964- 
65  term  than  we  had  matriculated  at  the 
same  comparable  time  since  the  five-year 
program  went  into  effect.   A  number  of 


pharmacists  and  other  alumni  have  le- 
ferred  college  students  to  us  and  we  thank 
you  for  your  help.  We  expect  to  be  able 
to  have  space  to  enroll  all  qualified 
students  who  have  completed  the  required 
college  work.  If  you  know  of  any  stu- 
dents considering  pharmacy  have  them 
contact  us  promptly. 

The  faculty  has  approved  the  elective 
curricular  offerings  for  the  final  year  of 
our  program.  If  demand  warrants  it,  we 
intend  to  offer  elective  programs  for 
those  wishing  to  major  in  any  of  four 
fields:  community  pharmacy,  hospital 
pharmacy,  product  development  and  pre- 
graduate  studies.  Students  completing  any 
of  the  elective  programs  will  be  eligible 
to  receive  the  B.S.  degree  and  qualify  for 
licensure.  One  of  the  advantages  antici- 
pated with  the  five-year  program  was  the 
opportunity  to  provide  electives  in  special 
fields  of  interest.  We  are  happy  this  is 
possible.

School   of  Nursing 

Completion  of  the  present  academic 
year  marks  the  close  of  a  momentous  year 
for  the  school  of  nursing.  Of  special 
significance  during  this  time  was  dis- 
continuing the  associate  degree  program. 

Such  a  major  decision  came  only  after 
long  and  serious  study  and  discussion 
with  the  College  administration  and  others 
involved.  The  need  for  such  a  decision  be- 
came evident  when  an  unprecedented  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  qualified  appli- 
cations to  the  baccalaureate  degree  pro- 
gram had  occurred  during  the  last  several 
years.    A    comparable    development    with 


respect  to  the  associate  degree  program 
had  not  taken  place.  It,  therefore,  became 
increasingly  apparent  that  turning  down 
a  continuing  and  increasingly  larger  num- 
ber of  qualified  applicants  to  our  bac- 
calaureate degree  program  could  be  avoid- 
ed only  by  eliminating  the  second  pro- 
gram of  our  school.  By  so  doing,  we  now 
will  be  admitting  110  freshmen  to  the 
baccalaureate  degree  program  in  Septem- 
ber of  '64.  We  will  be  unable,  still,  to 
accept  all  of  the  qualified  applicants  from 
Virginia  and  out  of  state.  Such  a  fresh- 
man class  enrollment,  however,  will  make 
possible  graduation  of  larger  numbers  in 
the  next  few  years. 

Other  activities  have  included  a  closer 
working  relationship  between  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  school  of  nursing  and  the 
members  of  the  nursing  section  of  the 
alumni  through  a  newly  formed  Liason 
Committee.  This  opportunity  has  provided 
a  means  for  developing  various  interest- 
ing projects  to  include  alumni  participa- 
tion in  the  affairs  of  the  school. 

Success  of  the  first  scientific  assembly, 
with  its  excellent  attendance  and  creative 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  school  from 
alumni,  has  encouraged  us  to  continue 
with  these  programs  in  the  future.  We 
look  forward  to  seeing  many  of  you  at 
the  second  program  this  June.

Upon  his  return  the  following  year  to 
Rochester,  he  resumed  his  former  duties 
and  position  until  1945  when  he  was  made 
director  of  the  division  of  surgical  pa- 
thology at  the  Clinic. 

Following  his  retirement  from  Mayo 
Clinic  and  his  appointment  to  the  staff  of 
the  Scott  and  White  Clinic  in  Temple,  he 
was  made  professor  of  surgical  pathology 
and  pathologic  anatomy  of  the  Scott, 
Sherwood  and  Brindley  Foundation,  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  postgraduate  school  of 
medicine,  Temple  division.

utmost  malignancy. 

He  first  published  a  description  of  this 
system  of  grading  in  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association  Journal  in  1920.  Subse- 
quently, the  system  was  adopted  and  is 
still  used  by  laboratories  of  hospitals  all 
over  the  world. 

Doctor  Broders  also  devised  a  modifica- 
tion of  an  existing  technique  for  the  rapid 
making  of  fresh-frozen  section  of  tissue 
for  microscopic  study.
